Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the 
lack of chromatography or precipitation steps is dependent on the degree of purity and is merely 
a matter of choice .

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kopf (US Patent No.6, 139,746). 

Kopf teaches a method of milk separation comprising filtering the milk using cross-flow 
filtration (see entire patent, especially column 1, lines 19-38, and claim 3). 

The claims appear to differ as to the exclusion of chromatography or precipitation steps. 

Kopf teaches a step of cross-flow membrane filtration, which does not include 
chromatography of precipitation (see claim 3). It is noted that the use of "comprising" does not 
exclude chromatography and precipitation from the entire process.
